later settled in the area of Spanish Lake. Their descendants are many and carry such names as Segura, 
Viator, Romero, Migues, Lopez, and Prados. 

Another category of non-French-speaking grantees was composed of English-speakers. They were 
the people whose ancestry went back to northern Europe; for example, English, Irish, Scot, German, and 
Scandinavian. The first sizable group of English-speakers to enter the Attakapas seeking land and 
settlement did so in the early 1780s. However, the Wisse and Berwick families had settled in Attakapas 
before 1780. As the latter-day claims reveal, most English-speakers settled in the Attakapas in the 1790s 


and early 1800s. 
Finally, there were a few Spanish land grants to blacks who at the time fell into the social 


category of free people of color. 
Spanish Land Grants in the Attakapas District 


During the twilight years of the French caretaker regime in Louisiana, that is to say between 1763 
and 1769, the first three land grants were made in the Attakapas District. The first went to Jean-Antoine 
Bernard D'Hauterive and André Masse, as partners, in March 1764. This was followed by a grant to 
"Grevemberg," more than likely Jean-Baptiste Grevemberg, on July 16, 1765. The third and final grant in 
the area was made to Francois Ledée on February 19, 1769,!° In August 1769 Alejandro O'Reilly arrived in 
New Orleans to re-establish Spanish authority over Louisiana. With that task accomplished, he departed the 
colony early in March 1770, but not before signing, on March 2, two grants of land in the Attakapas, one 
to Gabriel Fuselier de la Claire and the other to Augustin Grevemberg. These grants, then, are the first 
Spanish grants for land in the Attakapas and are the only ones in the Attakapas signed by Governor 
OfReilly."' The last Spanish patent issued in the Attakapas went to Martin Duralde and is dated October 5, 
1802.2 Throughout the Spanish regime 166 patents or titles in form were issued to landholders in the 
Attakapas. There were 190 orders of survey and 52 requetes in the region pending further action at the time 
of the Louisisiana Purchase. Later, claims put before the American land commissioners would establish the 
fact that 134 tracts of land had been occupied or claimed by an individual without benefit of any phase of the 
Spanish land-granting process.'* Thus, a total of 542 tracts of land amounting to approximately 426,857 
superficial arpents, officially granted or unofficially occupied, serve as the basis of the nearly 825 land 
claims put forward to the American land commissioners by landowners of Attakapas between 1805 and 


1825.

"As set out in the claims (see the claim for Township 8 South, Range 5 East, Section 38), Fuselier de la Claire had 
purchased some land from an Indian tribe during the late French era. His purchase was approved by the French governor 
Kerlérec. On March 2, 1770, Governor O'Reilly confirmed again the validity of that purchase and granted additional land to 
Fuselier de la Claire. So far, there is no indication of what prompted O'Reilly's action.

One must assume that during the course of the two-decades-long claims period, every settler, even those in the remotest part 
of the Southwest Prairies, became aware of the government's program to register pre-1803 land titles. But, assume for the 
moment that there was the isolated settler who was unaware of the government's call to register land titles and therefore had 
failed to do so in the prescribed time. Any number of recourses were available to the settler to record his ownership, ranging 
from affidavits by persons knowledgable of his settlement to a private act of Congress. This is not to suggest, however, 
that there may have been "outlaw" squatters who did not wish to register a claim to land because they did not want the

A good example of the time lapse for a complete title is found in the case of 
Antoine Boutté who, sometime before 1777, decided to acquire a tract of land of 1,600 superficial arpents on 
what became known as Irish Bend on Bayou Teche, a few miles upstream from present-day Franklin. 
Boutté's requete for the land, addressed to the commandant Alexandre Declouet, is dated May 16, 1777. The 
commandant's certificate of approval, stating that the land solicited was part of the royal domain, was 
directed to the Spanish governor in New Orleans on September 1, 1777. On February 26, 1778, Governor 
GAlvez issued the order of survey and instructed Declouet to put Boutté in possession of the land solicited. 
The survey was completed sometime during the remainder of 1778, for on December 30 of that year 
Declouet certified that he had placed Boutté in possession of the 1,600 arpents and had fixed the boundaries 
of the tract of land in the presence of witnesses. Finally, on March 20, 1779, Governor GAlvez issued to 
Boutté a patent or title in form giving him uncontested proprietorship of the tract of land. The entire 
process in this instance had required nearly two years. The only responsibility for Boutté beyond this point, 
just as it was for every grantee, was to occupy the land within three years. If this was not done, the land 


reverted to the royal domain? 


The Grantees 


Now, the question arises, who received land grants in the Attakapas? Because the Spanish 
authorities were interested in populating the vast reaches of Louisiana, they offered land to just about 
anyone willing to accept it on the condition of improving it. This could be accomplished either by the 
grantee settling on the land and beginning its improvement or by absentee landowners who dispatched 
agents to live on the land and begin its improvement. 

Speaking now in broad terms, the following groups of people acquired land grants in the 
Attakapas. A large proportion of the Attakapas grants, indeed some of the larger grants, went to retired 
French army officers and administrative officials. Examples of this category of grantee can be found in Paul 
Augustin Le Pelletier Delahoussaye, Etienne Nuisement de Vaugine, Benoit de Ste-Claire, Jean Antoine 
Bernard D'Hauterive, Louis Charles deBlanc, Pierre Borel, Jean-Baptiste Macarty, Alexandre Declouet, 
Olivier de Vezin, Jean-Baptiste St-Marc Darby, and others. Enlisted men retired from the French army, 
however, could and did receive sizable grants as exemplified in the experiences of Joseph Carlin and André 
Claude Boutté. Business and professional people, usually established in New Orleans, also asked for and 
received land grants in the Attakapas. Good examples of this category of grantee are Gabriel Fuselier de la 
Claire, Jean Bérard, Louis Grevemberg, Francois Ledée, Frangois LeBeau, and Joseph Prévost. There were 
others. 

A major category of grantee in the Attakapas was composed of the exiled Acadians who had settled 
in the region beginning in 1765. By the early 1770s most of these Acadian families had carved out 
medium-sized homesteads along the courses of Bayous Carencro, Vermilion, and Teche. They were 
naturally eager to receive complete title to the land they occupied. Thus, beginning on June 20, 1771, 
about a year and half after he became governor, Luis de Unzaga began issuing patents or titles in form to 
Acadians. Among the first of these settlers to benefit from Unzaga's action were Amand Thibodeaux, 
Olivier Thibodeaux, Paul Thibodeaux, Francois Guilbeau, Michel Bernard, Firmin Landry, Silvain 
Broussard, Pierre Broussard, Claude Martin, Jean-Baptiste Broussard, Simon Broussard, Charles Babin, and re 
Jean Trahan. There would be many more grants made to Acadians in subsequent years of the Spanish ‘ 
regime. With some exceptions, the grants to the Acadians usually ranged in size from three hundred to one 
thousand superficial arpents. 

Yet another category of grantee was composed of people who were not French-speakers. This 
category includes a few families of Spanish descent, especially the founding families of New Iberia who
